Gentlemen: 


A very vigorous protest has been 
made to me regarding the Fire Depart- 
ment of the City of Lansing answering 
calls for usual and ordinary fires at the 
City of East Lansing, and also in the 
Township of Lansing. This protest has 
been based on the fact that the City of 
Lansing taxes itself for maintaining an 


adequate fire department and East Lan- 
sing does not, and depends very large- 
ly on the City of Lansing for such 
protection; that this protection is af- 
forded them without expense, and I 
feel that this protest is justified and 
the the. citizen who made it and who 
pays a large amount of taxes in the 
city, is entitled to consideration in that 
respect. 


In taking up the matter with the City 
Attorney, I find that there is no author- 
ity for such aid, and especially, given 
without any ccmpensation. There 
would be no objection to the city fire 


department answering calls to Hast 
Lansing in rare and unusual situations, 
and I do not believe anybody would 


make any objection to so doing, but’ 


to answering the usual and ordinary 
calls that should be taken care of by 
the East Lansing Fire Department is 


unfair and inequitable to the citizens of: 


Lansing. When a call is answered it 
leaves the community in which the fire 
station is located unprotected except 
by other fire apparatus at a greater dis- 
tance away. 


The Fire Department is the City of 
Lansing is maintained by taxes and is 
supported for the protection of the citi- 


- zens of Lansing, and in justice to them, 


they should be entitled to the services 
of this department at all times, rather 
than that it should be sent out of the 
city to another corporation who con- 
tributes nothing whatever to its main- 
tainance. 


I understand that this use of the fire 
department has continued so long that 
it has almost grown into a custom, and 
that the City of East Lansing in their 
insurance survey, call attention to the 
fact in fixing their rate of insurance, 
that the fire department of the City of 
Lansing is available for their use. which 
indicates that they rely upon it quite 
largely in controlling fires. 


I am calling your attention to this 
because I believe it is a condition that 
should be remedied and that if the Fire 
Department of Lansing goes to Hast 
Lansing at all, it should be upon emer- 
gency calls, and that some charge 
should be made for the service.

As you are aware No. 8 Fire Station 
is completed and ready for occupancy, 
and if it pleases your Honors I would 
make the following suggestions and 
reconmendations. 


We have long contemplated, and 
know that the City should have, two 
Service Truck Companies. This, as 
you know, means two tanks of chemical 
om each piece of apparatus, a full com- 
plement of ladders, hand extinguishers, 
axes, gas-masks and all the necessary 
equipment to put out a fire in its early 
stages. 


By dividing the City; one Service 


Truck on the east side and ene on the 
west side or in other words, each En- 
gine Company would be accompanied 
by a Service Truck, shorter runs, 
quicker time. 


To bring about this proposal place the 
Service Truck now in Central Station 
in No. 4 Station with ten men. The 
other Service Truck to be placed in No. 
3 Station with ten men. The now No. 
4 Engine Company to be placed in the 
new No. 8 Station. To accomplish this 
without adding more Firemen we would 
take two men from No. 3 Engine Com- 
pany, two men from No. 4 Engine Com- 
pany, two men from No. 5 Engine com- 
pany, two men from No. 7 Engine Com- 
pany and two men from No. 9 Engine 


Company, recently installed at No. 5 


Station. ; 


At least for a time this would not 
materially weaken the Department as 
to man-power. You will note that this 
does not in any way disturb the man- 
power at Central Station, No. 2 Sta- 
tion and No. 6 Station. 


If we find that with this arrange- 
ment that our man-power does fall a 
trifle short, the Council will undoubt- 
edly, by the time of the next budget, 
allow us more Firemen. 


I have gone very carefully over this 
situation and cannot see where the plan 
can be improved upon. It certainly will 
give our City a great deal of extra fire 
protection, and in closing would ask 
your Honorable Body, by resolution, to 
authorize this change, to be placed into 
effect at once.
